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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Camborne  Urban  District  Council. 

Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  you  herewith 
my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  con- 
dition of  your  District  for  the  year  1911. 

SITUATION. 

The  Urban  District  of  Camborne  is  chiefly 
situated  on  the  side  of  a hill,  and  varies  in  elevation 
from  about  50  to  600  feet  above  sea  level  the  fall 
generally  being  from  south-east  to  north-west,  in 
which  latter  direction  your  district  extends  to  the  sea 
coast  at  the  North  Cliffs. 

The  town  itself  is  chiefly  built  on  a plateau, 
about  400  feet  above  sea  level.  The  soil  is  loam,  and 
the  sub-soil  is  clay.  The  prevailing  winds  are  chiefly 
from  the  West  and  South-West. 

The  temperature  is  fairly  equable,  but  the 
atmosphere  is  humid.

The  average  population  of  your  district  for  the 
previous  fifty  years  was  14,153. 

Your  district  contains  mainly  a working-class 
population,  the  chief  industries  being  tin-mining, 
rock-drill  manufacturing,  iron  engineering  works  and 
safety-fuse  factories,  female  labour  being  chiefly  em- 
ployed in  the  latter. 

The  number  of  persons  in  receipt  of  poor-law 
relief  in  your  district  in  1911  was  563,  and  the 
amount  of  such  relief  was  £1959  11s.  lOd. 

AREA  AND  DENSITY  OF  POPULATION. 

Your  district  has  an  area  of  6744  acres,  and 
an  average  density  of  population  of  2.19  per  acre. 
A large  portion  of  this  area,  however,  is  rural  in 
character  so  that  the  density  would  vary  considerably 
in  its  different  localities. 

INHABITED  HOUSES. 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  at  the  census 
last  year  was  4032,  an  increase  of  502  since  1901. 
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These  returns  give  an  average  of  3.92  per  inhabited 
house. 

BIRTHS 

The  births  of  196  males  and  200  Females 
were  registered  in  your  district  during  the  year,  and 
in  addition  to  these  there  were  one  Male  and  three 
Females  registered  in  Public  Institutions  outside  your 
district,  but  really  belonging  to  it.  These  give  a 
total  of  400,  and  a Birth-rate  of  25.33  as  compared 
with  one  of  26.07  for  1910,  and  one  of  25.94  for 
1909.

The  actual  number  of  Births  this  year  is  the 
highest  since  1900,  though  the  Birth-rate  appears 
lower  than  last  year  because  then  in  calculating  the 
various  rates  I estimated  on  the  population  of  1901, 
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an  estimate  which  the  recent  census  returns  have 
shown  to  be  quite  erroneous.  But  as  I have  ex 
plained  in  previous  reports,  with  a shifting  population 
such  as  we  have,  it  is  most  difficult  year  bv  year  to 
arrive  at  a correct  estimate  of  its  numbers. 

The  Birth-rate  for  Cornwall  for  1911  was 
20.33  as  compared  with  one  of  20.92  for  1910,  and 
for  England  and  Wales  24.4  per  1000,  as  compared 
with  24  8 for  1910. 

ILLEGITIMATE  BIRTHS. 

The  total  number  of  Illegitimate  Births  regis- 
tered during  the  year  was  20,  being  12  males  and  8 
females. 

These  give  an  Illegitimate  Birth-rate  of  1.26 
per  1000,  and  a proportion  of  50  per  1000  Births  as 
compared  with  a rate  of  1.29  per  1000  and  a pro- 
portion of  49  per  1000  Births  for  1910. 

DEATHS. 

The  deaths  of  125  Males  and  127  Females 
were  registered  during  the  year  making  a total  of 
252. 

These  returns  give  a Death-rate  of  15.92  per 
1000  as  compared  with  one  of  16,84  for  1910. 

The  actual  number  of  Deaths,  however,  is 
four  more  than  last  year,  though  the  Death-Bate  is 
lower,  the  explanation  being  the  same  as  that  which 
I gave  when  reporting  the  Birth-Rates. 
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In  addition  to  these  there  were  15  Deaths 
which  occurred  outside  your  district  but  in  residents 
belonging  to  the  district,  13  being  in  Public  Insti- 
tutions, and  two  cases  of  accidents,  and  one  of  the 
above  Deaths  was  transferred  to  another  district. 

These  give  a net  total  of  266  Deaths,  and  a 
Death-Rate  of  16.80  per  1,000.

NATURAL  INCREASE. 

The  natural  increase  of  population  is  144 
giving  a rate  per  1000  of  9.09  as  compared  with 
one  of  4.89  for  Cornwall. 

This  natural  increase  is  the  highest  since  1895.

The  deaths  of  70  Infants  under  one  year  oc- 
curred during  the  year,  and  of  these  10  were  ille- 
gitimate.

These  returns  are  the  highest  since  1 902, 
and  give  an  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  of  175  per 
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1,000  births  as  compared  with  one  of  138  for  1910 
and  an  average  of  144  for  the  previous  ten  years. 

On  examining  the  causes  of  death  it  will  be 
seen  that  24  were  due  to  Epidemic  Diarrhoea  and 
occurred  in  the  months  of  August  and  September. 
This  disease  was  very  prevalent  all  over  the  country 
during  the  summer,  and  was  largely  due  to  the 
excessive  drought  and  heat.  Excluding  these  deaths 
the  number  of  deaths  in  infants  remains  unduly 
high.  Year  by  year  there  are  many  deaths  regis- 
tered from  Prematurity  and  Convulsions.  The  for- 
mer point  to  an  unhealthy  physical  condition  of  the 
parents,  and  the  latter  are  probably  mainly  due  to 
disorders  of  digesiion.  Unfortunately  the  custom 
of  substituting  cow’s  milk  or  condensed  milk  for 
breast  milk  and  the  pernicious  habit  of  giving  starchy 
foods  to  tender  infants  a few  weeks  old  are  very  pre- 
valent in  this  as  well  as  other  districts.  Combined 
with  these,  the  bottles  and  other  utensils  used  are 
often  in  a most  uncleanly  condition.  Repeated  warn- 
ings from  medical  men  and  others  seem  to  have 
but  little  effect  and  their  advice  is  often  disregarded. 

Your  Council  have  agreed  to  the  distribution 
of  leaflets  setting  out  plain  instructions  as  to  the 
proper  care  and  feeding  of  infants,  but  it  is  difficult 
to  decide  on  the  best  way  that  this  should  be  done, 
for  by  the  time  that  the  births  of  infants  are  regis- 
tered they  are  already  from  six  weeks  to  three 
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months  old.  The  notification  of  Births  Act  of  1907 
which  would  help  materially  in  this  matter  has  not 
as  yet  been  adopted  by  your  Council,  nor  are  any 
Health  Visitors  employed. 

Meanwhile  I am  handing  the  leaflets  to  the 
various  medical  men  and  midwives  practising  in 
your  area,  asking  them  to  assist  me  in  the  matter 
and  to  distribute  them  to  suitable  cases.

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  for  England 
and  Wales  for  1911  was  130  per  1,000  Births  and 
excluding  213  large  towns  it  was  118. 

ZYMOTIC  DEATH  RATE. 

Twenty-seven  deaths  from  Diarrhoea,  three 
from  Diphtheria,  two  from  Typhoid  Fever,  and  two

from  Whooping  Cough,  a total  of  34  give  a Zymotic 
Death  Rate  of  2*08  per  1,000,  as  compared  with 
one  of  0 13  for  1910  and  an  average  rate  of  0*80 
for  the  previous  ten  years.  The  great  increase  in 
the  rate  this  year  is  chiefly  due  to  the  deaths  from 
Epidemic  Diarrhoea. 

The  Zymotic  Death  Rate  for  Cornwall  for 
1911  was  1*372  as  compared  with  0*393  for  1910. 

INQUEST  CASES. 

There  were  16  Inquest  Cases  during  the  year 
as  compared  with  19  for  the  previous  year.  Of 
these  cases  eight  were  attributed  to  natural  causes 
and  eight  were  directly  due  to  accidents.  Of  the 
deaths  due  to  accidents,  four  were  from  drowning 
three  were  at  Dolcoath  Mine  two  being  underground 
and  one  at  surface,  and  the  other  case  was  a baby 
accidentally  asphyxiated  while  in  bed  with  his 
mother. 

PHTHISIS. 

There  were  32  deaths  registered  from  Phthisis 
during  the  year  as  compared  with  45  for  1910  and 
38  for  1909. 

These  returns  give  a Phthisis  Death  Rate 
of  2*02  per  1,000  and  a percentage  of  12*69  of  the 
total  deaths,  comparing  favourably  with  a Death 
Rate  of  3 05  per  1,000  and  a percentage  of  18*14 
of  the  total  deaths  in  1910-

These  give  an  average  Death  Rate  of  2*63 
and  a percentage  of  15  87  of  the  total  deaths. 

Of  the  deaths  16  were  in  miners,  10  being 
returned  as  tin  miners,  five  as  gold  miners  and  one 
as  a tin  dresser. 

These  deaths  from  Phthisis  in  miners  are 
the  lowest  since  1899,  and  compare  most  favourably 
with  the  returns  for  1910,  when  there  were  34 
deaths  m miners  the  highest  of  which  I had  any 
record.  In  analysing  the  returns  last  year  I stated 
that  “possibly  sufficient  time  had  not  elapsed  for  the 
beneficial  effects  of  the  Home  Office  Regulations 
issued  in  1904  to  be  noted,”  but  on  comparing  the 
returns  for  this  year  there  seems  reason  for  believ- 
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ing  that  these  regulations  are  having  the  desired 
effect  the  average  number  of  deaths  per  yoar  for 
the  previous  ten  years  from  Phthisis  in  miners 
being  28. 


In  analysing  the  deaths  from  Miners  Phthisis 
in  Cornwall  for  1910,  Dr.  Haldane  who  has  an  inti- 
mate knowledge  of  the  subject  remarks  : — “ It  will 
be  seen  that  since  1907  there  has  been  a substantial 
and  progressive  decrease  in  the  deaths  from  lung 
disease  ; and  there  seems  to  be  every  reason  for 
believing  that  the  regulations  introduced  in  1905 
for  the  prevention  of  Miners  Phthisis  are  now  tell- 
ing markedly  on  the  very  heavy  death  rate  from 
this  disease.  These  regulations  were  more  particu 
larly  directed  towards  the  prevention  of  dust-inhala- 
tion in  rock-drill  work,  and  special  interest  attaches 
to  the  returns  of  deaths  among  men  who  had  worked 
rock  drills  in  Cornwall  only.  There  were  eight 
deaths  (all  from  Phthisis)  among  men  who  had 
worked  rock-drills  in  Cornwall  only.  On  examina- 
tion of  the  records  by  the  Registrars  of  the  work 
done  by  these  men,  it  appears  that  five  only  had 
worked  rock-drills  before  1905.  Of  the  other  three 
one  had  worked  for  15  years  with  drills,  i.e.  almost 
entirely  before  1905.  In  the  cases  of  the  other  two, 
the  period  at  which  the  work  was  done  is  not 
definitely  stated,  but  seems  to  have  been  wholly  or 
partly  before  1905.  No  death  can  thus  be  attributed 
to  work  with  rock-drills  since  1905.  It  will  also  be 
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seen  that  the  average  age  at  death  (49)  of  the  men 
who  died  was  10  years  greater  than  a few  years  ago. 
Of  the  ordinary  miners  who  had  not  worked  rock- 
drills,  23  out  of  47  had  died  from  Phthisis,  and  of 
these  23,  15  had  worked  abroad,  though  only  3 had 
worked  entirely  abroad.  A considerable  part  of  the 
heavy  death  rate  among  the  ordinary  miners  must 
be  attributed  to  work  abroad,  and  it  is  evident  that 
more  than  half  of  the  deaths  (all,  with  exception, 
due  to  Phthisis)  among  the  rock-drill  men  were  due 
to  work  abroad.” 

“ It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  fall  in  the  Death- 
Rate  from  Phthisis  will  act  as  a further  stimulus  and 
encouragement  to  mine  officials  and  miners  to  adopt 
every  precaution  against  the  inhalation  of  dust,  in 
whatever  way  it  may  be  produced.  Apart  from  the 
avoidable  danger  of  dust  inhalation,  metalliferous 
mining  in  Cornwall  appears  to  he  a perfectly  healthy 
occupation.” 

These  remarks  coming  from  one  who  has 
studied  the  subject  so  closely  should  carry  great 
weight,  and  make  every  one  concerned  most  anxious 
to  carry  out  the  regulations  in  their  entirety. 

In  your  district  for  1911  the  average  age  at 
death  from  Phthisis  among  those  returned  as  Tin 
miners  was  40,  and  amongst  those  returned  as  Gold 
miners  44.  There  was  no  deaths  registered  as  being 
due  to  Fibroid  Phthisis. 
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Unfortunately,  I have  no  details  to  enable  me 
to  state  whether  the  miners  who  died  from  Phthisis 
in  your  district  in  1911  had  worked  Hock  Drills 
either  at  home  or  abroad,  as  the  information  on  which 
Dr.  Haldane  bases  his  remarks  is  only  furnished  to 
the  Home  Office.  But  when  giving  evidence  before 
the  Eoyal  Commission  last  autumn  I suggested  that 
this  information  should  also  be  supplied  to  the  Medi- 
cal Officers  of  Health  for  the  districts  concerned,  and 
I trust  steps  will  be  taken  to  carry  this  into  effect. 

Of  the  other  Deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuber- 
culosis, 10  were  in  males,  the  average  age  at  death 
being  35,  and  6 were  in  females,  the  average  age  at 
death  being  48. 

There  were  nine  deaths  registered  from  Tuber- 
cular Meningitis,  and  three  from  other  Tubercular 
diseases. 

OTHER  RESPIRATORY  DISEASES. 

There  were  27  deaths  registered  from  other 
diseases  of  the  Respiratory  organs,  and  of  these  15 
were  due  to  Bronchitis,  five  to  Broncho- Pneumonia, 
five  to  acute  Pneumonia,  one  to  Empyema,  and  one  to 
Pulmonary  Emphysema. 

ACUTE  POLIO=M  YE  LITIS. 

There  were  two  deaths  registered  from  this 
disease,  one  at  Dolcoath  Road  in  August  in  a child 
three  years  of  age,  and  one  at  East  Charles  Street  in 
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September  in  a child  four  years  of  age.  There  was 
also  a suspicious  case  in  Dolcoath  Road  in  August,  the 
deatli  being  registered  from  Meningitis.  These  were 
the  only  cases  brought  to  my  notice  during  the  year 
and  there  was  no  case  of  Cerebro- Spinal  Fever. 

In  view  of  the  possible  recurrence  of  the  for- 
mer disease  as  the  warmer  weather  approaches  I 
would  strongly  advise  you  to  make  these  two  diseases 
compulsorily  notifiable  in  your  District. 

OTHER  DISEASES. 

There  were  27  deaths  registered  from  Heart 
Disease,  15  from  Cancer,  11  from  Nephritis  and 
Bright’s  disease,  and  one  from  Influenza,  the  latter  in 
a man  70  years  of  age. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

There  were  83  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases 
notified  during  the  year  as  compared  with  66  for 
the  previous  year.  These  returns  give  an  Infectious 
Disease  Rate  of  5 ‘24  per  1*000,  the  rate  for  Corn- 
wall being  3 62  per  1,000.

Of  the  cases  notified  during  1911,  there  were 
43  from  Diphtheria,  23  from  Erysipelas,  nine  from 
Typhoid  Fever  and  eight  from  Scarlet  Fever. 


TYPHOID  FEVER 


There  were  nine  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever 
notified  during  the  year  with  two  deaths  giving  a 
Disease  Rate  of  0*56  and  a Death  Rate  of  0*12  per 
1,000  as  compared  with  a Disease  Rate  of  0*27 
for  1910. 

There  were  four  cases  notified  at  Tucking- 
mill  during  January,  three  being  in  one  house  at 
Pendarves  Street,  and  one  of  which  was  fatal,  and 
one  in  Edward  Street.  One  case  was  notified  in 
Union  Street  in  April,  one  at  Roskear  Row  in 
August  which  proved  fatal,  and  three  in  September 
one  at  Trelo warren  Street  and  two  at  Roskear  Row, 
one  being  in  the  same  house  as  the  case  notified  in 
August  and  the  other  case  was  clearly  imported 
from  another  district,  the  child  being  ill  when 
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brought  to  Camborne  to  be  nursed.  Two  of  the 
cases  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  for 
treatment. 

In  two  of  the  affected  premises  there  were 
insanitary  surroundings  which  may  have  contributed 
to  the  attacks,  but  in  the  other  cases  no  apparent 
cause  for  the  disease  could  be  determined. 

In  all  cases  explicit  directions  were  given  as 
to  the  disposal  and  disinfection  of  the  excreta  and 
when  they  existed  the  midden  pits  were  cleaned 
out  and  disinfected. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

There  were  43  cases  of  Diphtheria  notified 
during  the  year,  three  of  which  were  fatal.  These

returns  give  a Disease  Rate  of  271  and  a Death 
Rate  of  078  per  1,000. 

These  cases  are  by  far  the  largest  number 
notified  in  any  year  since  1899,  when  there  were 
47  cases  with  four  deaths  and  your  district  is  not 
singular  in  this  respect,  for  Diphtheria  has  been 
very  prevalent  over  the  whole  county’  during  most 
of  the  year  and  the  exact  cause  of  this  outbreak  is 
not  easyr  to  determine. 

In  your  district  since  April  last  in  all  sus- 
picious cases  a swab  from  the  patient’s  throat  has 
been  examined  by  the  Clinical  Research  Associa- 
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tion,  and  in  every  case  notified  since  then  the  Klebs- 
Loeffler  Bacillus,  which  is  the  micro-organism  caus- 
ing the  disease,  has  been  present.  This  has  no 
doubt  partly  accounted  for  an  increase  in  the  num- 
ber of  cases  notified  for  otherwise  probably  some

cases  would  have  passed 

unrecognised.  It  is  these 

o 

very  cases  however,  which 

often  cause  the  spread'  of  the  disease  and  their 

detection  and  isolation 

are  all-important  factors 

towards  preventing  the 

spread  of  the  infection. 

In  suitable  cases  Diphtheria  Antitoxin  has  been 

supplied  free  by  your  Authority.

It  will  be  seen  therefore  that  the  disease 
was  present  during  the  whole  of  the  year.

Two  cases  each  at  Skewbuds,  South  Eoskear, 
Wheal  Gerry,  Centenary  street,  Hughville  street, 
Moor  street  and  East  Charles  street. 

One  case  each  at  Treswithian  Downs,  Bea- 
con, Pendarves  Street  Tuckingmill,  Enys  Road, 
Tehidy  Road,  Dolcoath  Avenue,  Dolcoath  Road, 
Trelawney  Road,  Tolcarne  Street,  Trevenson  Street, 
Vyvyan’s  Street,  Union  Street  and  Carnarthen 
Street. 

It  will  be  seen  that  cases  occurred  in  most 
of  the  streets  of  the  town  and  with  the  exception  of 
the  case  at  Treswithian  Downs  all  the  cases  were 
in  the  more  populous  parts  of  your  district,  with 
the  exception  of  Troon  where  there  were  no  cases, 
and  with  the  single  exception  mentioned,  all  the 
more  rural  parts  of  your  district  were  free  from 
the  disease. 

The  affected  children  did  not  attend  any 
particular  Elementary  School,  though  probably  the 
larger  number  attended  the  Roskear  Schools,  nor 
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could  I trace  any  direct  infection  from  one  case  to 
another  except  in  those  cases  where  there  were  two 
or  more  occurring  in  one  house.  Of  the  three 
deaths  from  this  disease,  one  was  at  Pengegon  in  a 
child  five  years  of  age,  one  at  Wheal  Gerry  in  a 
child  aged  seven  years  and  both  of  these  were  cases 
of  Laryngeal  Diphtheria.  The  other  fatal  case  was 
at  Centenary  Street,  in-  a child  eight  years  of  age 
and  here  the  disease  was  present  in  a very  malignant 
form  another  case  occurring  in  the  same  house 
which  however  recovered. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

There  were  eight  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever 
notified  during  the  year,  giving  a Disease  Kate  of 
0*50  per  1,000.  No  death  was  registered  from  this 
disease.  One  case  was  notified  at  Enys  Road  in 
January,  one  at  Dolcoath  Avenue  in  February, 
one  at  Pendarves  Street,  Tuckingmill  in  April,  one 
at  Boswyn  in  May  and  one  at  William  Street  in 
the  same  month,  and  three  cases  in  December  at 
Tolcarne  Street,  Moor  Street  and  Bareppa.  These 
last  two  were  probably  imported  from  another  dis- 
trict through  the  milk  supply.  I wrote  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  concerned  on  the  matter. 
All  the  cases  were  mild  in  type  and  with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  last  two  mentioned  I could  not  trace 
the  source  of  infection. 

OTHER  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Whooping  Cough  was  very  prevalent  over 
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most  of  your  district  during  the  months  of  June, 
July,  August  and  September.  There  were  how- 
ever only  two  deaths  registered  from  this  disease, 
one  in  a baby  10  months  old  in  May  and  one  two 
years  of  age  in  December. 

Chicken-pox  was  also  very  prevalent  during 
the  month  of  December. 

As  far  as  I can  ascertain  there  were  no  cases 
of  Measles  during  the  year. 

ERYSIPELAS. 

There  were  23  cases  of  Erysipelas  notified 
during  the  year,  giving  a Disease  Rate  of  1*45  per 
1,000.  There  was  no  death  registered  from  this 
disease. 

INFLUENZA. 

There  was  no  epidemic  of  Influenza  during 
the  year,  but  one  death  was  registered  from  this 
disease  in  June  in  a man  70  years  of  age. 

ANKYLOSTOMIASIS. 

Though  it  appears  from  recent  investigations 
that  a large  number  of  miners  in  your  district  are 
infected  with  this  disease,  yet  the  serious  symptoms 
so  apparent  a few  years  ago  are  but  rarely  seen.  It 
would  therefore  appear  that  the  sanitary  precautions 
taken  in  the  various  mines  are  effective  in  keeping  the 
disease  in  check.  It  is  reasonable  to  suppose  that  the 
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disease  will  be  ultimately  stamped  out  if  the  Home 
Office  regulations  continue  to  be  rigidly  enforced 

PUERPERAL  FEVER. 

There  was  no  case  of  Puerperal  Fever  notified 
to  me  during  the  year,  nor  was  any  death  registered 
from  this  disease. 

MIDWIVES  ACT. 

In  connection  with  the  Midwives  Act  there 
are  four  registered  Mid  wives  in  your  district,  two  in 
the  town  itself  and  two  at  Troon.  I have  no  doubt 
that  many  cases  are  still  being  attended  by  unregis- 
tered and  unqualified  Midwives,  and  seemingly  with 
impunity.  The  number  of  cases  being  attended  by 
the  qualified  Midwives,  are  steadily  increasing  in 
number. 

VACCINATION. 

During  the  year  1910,  the  latest  period  for 
which  complete  returns  are  as  yet  available,  of  385 
children  born,  215  were  vaccinated,  110  were  exempt- 
ed, 39  died  unvaccinated,  and  21  were  postponed  or 
removed  to  other  districts.  Excluding  those  that  died 
unvaccinated  and  those  postponed,  these  returns  give 
a percentage  of  66*15  as  compared  with  70*50  for 
1910,  and  83T1  for  1909.  The  serious  increase  in 
the  number  of  exemptions  year  by  year  is  in  my 
opinion  most  regrettable,  and  cannot  but  be  viewed 
with  misgiving  by  those  who  believe  in  the  value  of 
vaccination. 
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ISOLATION  HOSPITAL. 

The  Isolation  Hospital  was  used  in  the  months 
of  March  and  April  for  the  isolation  and  treatment  of 
three  cases  of  Diphtheria,  in  April  and  May,  and 
again  in  August  and  September  for  three  cases  of 
Typhoid  Fever. 

Your  Isolation  Hospital  contains  eight  beds  in 
one  building,  and  only  one  disease  can  be  isolated  at 
one  time.  The  premises  are  permanently  occupied  by 
a Caretaker  and  his  wife  and  are  kept  in  a satisfactory 
condition. 

CONTROL  OVER  TUBERCULOSIS. 

No  notification  of  any  case  of  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  was  made  to  me  during  the  year  under 
the  Poor  Law  Regulations  of  1908.  You  possess  no 
Sanatorium  or  Hospital  accommodation  for  the  treat- 
ment of  this  disease. 

As  you  are  doubtless  aware,  all  cases  of  Pul- 
monary Tuberculosis  are  now  notifiable  in  accordance 
with  the  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations  of 
1911. 

OTHER  DISEASES. 

There  has  been  no  prevalence  of  Rickets,  Acute 
Rheumatism  or  Pneumonia,  nor  have  there  been  any 
outbreaks  of  Food  Poisoning. 

DISINFECTION. 

The  Disinfector  at  West  Tolgus  which  your 
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Authority  possess  jointly  with  the  Redruth  Urban  and 
Rural  Sanitary  Authorities,  has  been  used  by  you  on 
seven  occasions  during  the  year  for  the  disinfection 
of  infected  bedding,  &c.,  and  35  private  houses  were 
disinfected  with  Formalin. 

SCHOOLS. 

The  Public  Elementary  Schools  have  been 
inspected  during  the  year,  and  their  sanitary  con- 
ditions found  satisfactory.  New  Schools  have  been 
opened  at  Penponds  during  the  year. 

The  duties  of  medical  inspection  of  children 
attending  the  Public  Elementary  Schools  in  your 
district  are  oarried  out  by  a Medical  Officer  appointed 
by  the  County  Council,  there  being  two  such  In- 
spectors for  the  County  of  Cornwall. 

The  school  at  Beacon  was  closed  by  his  advice 
for  two  weeks  from  June  12th,  owing  to  the  epidemic 
of  Whooping  Cough. 

DRAINAGE. 

During  the  year  the  drains  of  30  houses  have 
been  connected  with  the  main  sewers,  and  the  drains 
of  18  others  have  been  repaired. 

The  main  drains  are  periodically  flushed  chiefly 
by  means  of  flushing  tanks,  and  they  have  also  been 
disinfected  from  time  to  time  with  Xzal. 

I regret  to  have  again  to  report  that  no  pro- 
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giess  has  been  made  towards  the  drainage  of  Beacon, 
Wheal  Gerry,  Hughville  Street,  portions  of  Roskear 
Row,  Mount  Pleasant  Road  and  Pengegon.  These 
places  are  as  you  are  all  aware,  badly  in  need  of 
efficient  drainage,  but  apparently  nothing  can  be  done 
in  the  matter  until  the  scheme  for  the  sewage  disposal 
of  your  district  is  proceeded  with. 

No  flushing  tanks  has  as  yet  been  provided 
for  the  village  of  Barreppa,  and  the  flushing  of  the 
drains  in  this  locality  is  still  entirely  dependent  on 
the  ordinary  rainfall.  A flushing  tank  could  easily 
be  erected  at  the  north  end  of  the  village  and  water 
could  be  obtained  and  stored  from  the  roof  of  the 
chapel  and  school  in  the  immediate  vicinity.  For- 
tunately in  the  present  state  of  things  no  W.C.’s 
discharge  into  the  sewers  here,  there  being  none 
such  in  the  village. 

SCAVENGING. 

The  midden  pits  and  ash  pits  in  the  town 
itself  and  also  at  Tuckingmill,  Pengegon,  Troon, 
Beacon,  Knave-go-bye  and  Wheal  Gerry  have  been 
systematically  cleaned  out  by  your  Authority  and 
6645  loads  of  manure  and  refuse  removed. 

In  this  area  there  are  3040  houses  1824  of 
which  are  provided  with  middens  with  fixed  recep- 
tacles, 94  with  moveable  receptacles  and  the  re- 
mainder are  provided  with  water-closets. 
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Eighteen  middens  have  been  converted  into 
water-closets  and  ten  new  water-closets  provided  in 
connection  with  private  buildings. 

Eighteen  notices  were  issued  for  the  provid- 
ing of  middens  and  seventeen  have  been  erected. 
In  these  cases  no  W.C.’s  could  be  built  as  no  water 
is  available  for  flushing. 

I am  sure  you  all  realise  that  the  midden 
system  at  its  best  is  bound  to  be  insanitary  and 
detrimental  to  the  public  health,  and  when  the 
sewage  outfall  scheme  is  carried  out  and  a greater 
volume  of  sewage  can  be  discharged  with  impunity 
into  the  sewers,  you  will  be  willing  and  anxious  to 
consider  any  feasible  scheme  by  which  you  will  be 
able  in  all  parts  of  your  district  where  water  is 
available  for  flushing  and  the  drains  are  near,  to 
compel  the  substitution  of  W.C.’s  for  the  existing 
middens.  At  present,  in  all  cases  where  the  necessary 
facilities  exist,  you  require  all  new  dwelling  houses 
and  also  all  old  dwelling  houses  where  plans  tor 
structual  alterations  are  presented,  to  be  provided 
with  W.C.’s  and  in  other  cases  where  the  required 
conditions  are  likely  to  be  shortly  presenCyou  only 
sanction  the  erection  of  middens  as  temporary  make- 
shifts to  be  replaced  later  by  W.C.’s.  During  the 
year  many  large  uncovered  midden  pits  have  been 
reconstructed  in  accordance  with  your  byelaws  and 
this  necessary  sanitary  improvement  is  being  syste- 
* matically  carried  out. 
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In  the  matter  of  Nuisances,  148  Notices 
were  issued  by  }Tour  Authority  and  547  Nuisances 
abated. 

SE  WAG  E OUTFALLS. 

I regret  that  I am  unable  to  report  but  little 
actual  progress  towards  the  more  satisfactory  dis- 
posal of  the  sewage  in  your  district.  After  consul- 
tation with  the  Ratepayers  you  have  adopted  a 
scheme  whereby  the  whole  of  the  sewage  will  be  con- 
veyed to  the  North  Cliffs  and  then  discharged  into 
the  sea.  The  necessary  plans  and  specifications  have 
been  presented  to  the  Local  Government  Board  for 
their  approval.  They,  however,  before  proceeding) 
further  require  more  detailed  information  as  to  the 
course  of  the  tides,  etc.,  at  the  point  of  discharge 
and  this  information  your  engineer  is  endeavouring 
to  obtain,  but  the  present  season  of  the  year  is  a 
most  unfavourable  time  for  the  carrying  out  of  the 
necessary  experiments,  and  this  fact  accounts  for  the 
present  delay.  It  seem  unfortunate  that  these  data 
were  not  obtained  during  the  summer  months  when 
the  condition  of  things  were  most  favourable  for 
the  experiments  required.  When  the  necessary 
information  has  been  furnished  to  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Board,  it  is  presumed  a public  enquiry  will  be 
held  by  them,  and  after  their  sanction  is  obtained 
it  is  to  be  hoped  the  scheme  will  be  cariied  out  as 
speedily  as  practicable. 

Many  parts  of  your  district  are  in  urgent 
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need  of  efficient  drainage,  but  apparently  nothing 
can  be  done  towards  remedying  the  evil  until  the 
sewage  disposal  scheme  is  sanctioned  and  proceeded 
with. 

NEW  BUILDINGS. 

During  the  year  30  plans  for  new  dwelling 
houses  were  approved  by  your  Council  and  certifi- 
cates for  the  occupation  of  28  new  houses  were 
granted.  Of  these  latter  15  were  provided  with 
water-closets  and  the  re  mainder  with  middens.  The 
erection  of  all  new  houses  is  under  the  direct  super- 
vision of  your  Surveyor. 

HOUSE  ACCOMMODATION. 

The  House  Accommodation  in  your  district 
has  no  doubt  greatly  improved  during  the  last  few 
years,  and  probably  the  number  of  suitable  houses 
are  adequate  for  the  artizans  residing  here.  The  same 
cannot  however  be  said  as  regards  labourers.  The 
houses  being  erected  are  probably  not  too  large,  but 
the  rental  demanded  is  more  than  the  ordinary 
labourer  can  afford  to  pay  out  of  his  earnings.  It 
is  a far  from  easy  question  to  decide  as  to  how  the 
difficulty  can  be  met.  Builders  state  they  are  unable 
to  erect  houses  to  let  at  a lower  rental  so  as  to  give 
them  a fair  margin  of  profit  and  unless  your  Council 
is  prepared  to  build  and  let  houses  at  a financial 
loss,  it  is  difficult  to  see  how  the  need  can  be  met. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  cases  of  overcrowding 
exist  here  and  there,  though  to  nothing  like  the 
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extent  that  obtained  in  former  years,  and  with  the 
absence  of  suitable  houses  it  is  not  easy  to  suggest 
a remedy. 

There  is  a sufficiency  of  open  space  around 
the  newer  houses,  though  in  some  of  the  more  con- 
gested parts  of  the  town  where  the  older  houses 
exist,  the  same  cannot  be  said.  In  these  cases  also 
the  presence  of  insanitary  middens  and  open  midden 
pits  mitigate  against  the  cleanliness  of  the  sur- 
roundings. 

But  little  progress  has  been  made  under 
Sect.  17  of  the  Town  Planning  Act  of  1909,  but 
the  most  satisfactory  way  of  carrying  out  this  duty 
is  being  considered  by  your  Council,  and  it  is  to  be 
sincerely  hoped  that  some  solution  of  the  matter 
will  be  speedily  arrived  at. 

One  house  at  Treswithian  Downs  was  con- 
demned as  unfit  for  human  habitation  and  was  closed 
and  also  one  at  Carnemo. 

The  following  is  a statement  of  inspections 
made  during  the  year  : —

No  action  has  been  taken  under  these  Acts 
during  the  year. 
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WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  town  itself  and  also  Tuckingmill,  Beacon, 
Kehelland  and  Treswithian  are  supplied  by  the 
Camborne  Water  Company,  the  supply  coming  from 
two  separate  sources  at  Cargenwyn  and  Boswyn 
and  is  derived  mainly  from  springs  coming  from 
granite  rock.  The  water  passes  through  filter  beds 
before  delivery,  and  the  service  is  constant.  Though 
the  summer  was  exceptionally  dry,  yet  the  Water 
Co.  were  able  to  maintain  a constant  supply  of  water 
for  domestic  purposes.  The  following  work  has 
been  carried  out  by  them  during  the  year  : — 

1.  An  additional  supply  of  water  has  been 
brought  down  into  Copper  Hill  Adit,  and  further 
extension  from  this  source  is  under  contemplation. 

2.  The  new  Reservoir  at  Boswyn  has  been 
made  watertight,  and  the  enlargement  of  No.  3 
Reservoir  at  Cargenwyn  has  been  completed. 

3.  A new  8-inch  Carrier  Main  has  been 
laid  from  the  11 -inch  Main  outside  the  Free  Library 
to  Roskear  to  supply  the  Eastern  District. 

4.  The  mains  have  been  extended  in  Albert 
Street,  Adelaide  Street,  Carnarthen  Street, William 
Street,  Park  Road,  Kitty’s  Lane  and  Eastern  Lane. 


I understand  the  Water  Co.  has  other  schemes 
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under  consideration  for  further  increasing  their  sup- 
plies. 

The  following  are  the  results  of  the  analysis 
of  three  samples  of  water  from  the  Water  Co/s 
supplies  made  by  the  Clinical  Research  Association :

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 

There  are  13  Slaughter  Houses  registered 
in  your  district. 

These  have  been  frequently  inspected  during 
the  year  and  found  in  a fairly  satisfactory  sanitary 
condition.  No  carcasses  or  parts  of  carcasses  in- 
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tended  for  human  consumption  have  been  com 
demned  for  tuberculosis  during  the  year.  You  do 
not  however,  employ  any  inspector  with  a special 
certificate  in  meat  inspection,  nor  are  the  slaughter 
houses  visited  at  the  times  of  slaughtering,  I must 
again  urge  upon  you  in  the  interests  of  the  Public 
Health  the  great  desirability  of  your  providing  a 
Public  Slaughter  House,  where  all  animals  slaugh- 
tered in  your  district  and  intended  for  human  con- 
sumption could  be  inspected  by  a qualified  Veterin- 
ary or  other  Meat  Inspector.  Some  system  should 
also  be  enforced  whereby  all  carcasses  of  animals 
slaughtered  outside  your  district  and  brought  into 
it  for  sale  should  also  have  the  same  inspection. 
At  present,  you  have  no  control  over  slaughter 
houses  outside  your  area. 

I trust  these  most  important  matters  will 
receive  your  earnest  consideration. 

I had  occasion  during  the  year  to  condemn 
two  lots  of  meat  as  being  unfit  for  human  consump- 
tion, and  these  were  seized  and  destroyed. 

DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS  & MILKSHOPS. 

There  are  45  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milk- 
shops  registered  in  your  district  and  they  have  all 
been  inspected  during  the  year.  The  sanitary  con- 
dition of  many  of  them  is  far  from  satisfactory, 
and  I trust  your  Sanitary  Committee  will  shortly 
arrange  to  make  a systematic  inspection  of  them 
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and  that  your  Council  will  determine  that  the  regu- 
lations respecting  them  are  rigidly  enforced. 

In  view  of  the  vital  importance  of  a pure 
milk  supply  and  the  possibility  of  the  conveyance 
of  Tuberculosis  from  the  cow  to  the  human  being 
by  means  of  milk,  pamphlets  setting  out  plain 
instructions  as  to  the  proper  sanitar}^  condition  of 
Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops  and  the  proper 
storage  and  distribution  of  the  milk,  might  with 
great  advantage  be  distributed  to  Farmers,  Dairy- 
men and  Ketail  Milk  Sellers.  I trust  this  sugges- 
tion will  receive  your  earnest  consideration. 

No  action  has  been  taken  during  the  year  as 
to  tuberculous  milk. 

The  attention  of  the  public  should  be  drawn 
to  the  necessity  ot  sterilizing  all  milk  by  boiling  or 
otherwise,  and  to  keeping  it  in  covered  vessels  so 
as  to  prevent  the  entrance  of  bacteria  from  the  air, 
from  dust  and  from  flies. 

BAKEHOUSES. 

There  are  nine  Bakehouses  registered  in  your 
district.  These  have  been  inspected  and  found  sat- 
isfactory. There  are  no  underground  bakehouses. 

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 

The  one  Common  Lodging  House  in  your 
district  has  been  frequently  inspected  and  found  in 
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a fairly  satisfactory  sanitary  condition.  No  case  of 
infectious  disease  has  been  notified  to  me  as  oc- 
curring there  during  the  year. 

MEAT  AND  FISH  MARKETS. 

The  Meat  and  Fish  Markets  have  been 
inspected  every  week  by  your  Sanitary  Inspector 
and  frequently  by  myself.  Beyond  the  seizure  of 
two  lots  of  meat  no  action  has  been  taken  by  your 
Authority  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act, 
nor  under  Sect.  117  of  the  Public  Health  Act 
of  1875. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

The  only  offensive  trade  carried  on  in  your 
district  is  that  of  Tallow  Melting  and  no  nuisance 
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has  been  caused  by  this  during  the  year. 

No  case  of  Lead,  Arsenic  or  Phosphorous 
poisoning  nor  of  Glanders,  Anthrax  or  Hydro- 
phobia has,  as  far  as  I can  ascertain  occurred. 

BURIAL  GROUNDS. 

There  are  six  Burial  Grounds  in  your  district 
and  their  condition  is  satisfactory. 

BYE  LAWS. 

The  following  Bye  Laws  are  in  existence  in 
your  district : 

New  Streets  and  Buildings. 

Common  Lodging  Houses. 
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Public  Wash  Houses. 

Slaughter  Houses. 

Nuisances. 

Hackney  Carriages. 

These  have  undergone  careful  revision,  but 
have  not  as  yet  been  submitted  to  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Board  for  their  approval. 

FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOPS  ACT,  1901. 

There  are  66  Workshops  in  your  district 
which  come  under  this  Act.  They  have  all  been 
inspected  and  no  complaints  regarding  them  have 
been  brought  to  my  notice  during  the  year.  No 
action  has  been  taken  concerning  them  under  the 
Public  Health  Act  or  under  the  Factory  and  Work- 
shop Act. 

Section  22  of  the  Public  Health  Acts 
(Amendment)  Act  of  1890  is  in  force  in  your 
district.
